ANOTHER school year is over; the activities we shared at St. John's 
are done. But their memory will always be bright and unforgettable. 
By our participation in activities of the school, we reveal together the 
spirit of St. John's. It is this spirit we have tried to portray by means 
of anecdotes and photographs. We present to you the "Torch" — 
the spirit of St. John's. 

Our spirit is the force that unites all St. Johnians: past, present, 
and future, It has shone for many years, and witnessed many changes, 
but not often has it wavered. All around our school we are aware of 
its presence. 

On the second floor, heading the list of past presidents, it takes 
the shape of a torch which has burned brightly. In the guidance room, 
over our school's painted motto, it urges us to aim "up to the stars." 
On another plaque in the halls it represents bravery and courage, for 
it tells of all the war heroes who came from St. John's. This is the 
old spirit, still and calm. 

Our newer spirit which is recorded in this memory book haunts 
our halls more cheerfully. It can be seen in our teachers who scold 
us in the classroom, yet turn up to cheer at all our games and dances. 
It roams the halls in a noisy babble as our undergrads escape from 
their classes. It acquires a serious look as our graduates face their 
examinations. At rugby and basketball games it shows up in the 
cheering sections. Socially, it appears in the form of dances, clubs, 
council meetings, and newspapers. Academically it wins scholarships 
and participates in our concerts. This, then is the spirit of St. John's 
in the shape which it has been portrayed in our yearbook. 

Next year, there will be even a newer spirit at St. John's. We 
hope that St. John's will equal and surpass all its former glory in the 
years to come. It is with this hope that we have emphasized through¬ 
out our yearbook, the "Torch," the "Spirit of St. John's." 
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ONCE AGAIN THE time of year has come when the 
editor of your Torch has requested a foreword for the new edition. As 
I sit at my desk at home pondering what to write, I hear the scream 
of a jet plane passing overhead from north horizon to south horizon 
in a matter of seconds. Last evening my neighbor in his home received 
a phone call at 6:45 telling him that a cancellation made it possible 
for him to catch the next T.C.A. flight for Toronto. At 1 1:45 his wife 
received a long distance call from him in his hotel room in Toronto— 
a quiet, uneventful trip! And as I thought of these events and recalled 
that 1957-58 will probably be written down in history as the years 
of "Sputnik" and I.C.B.M.'s. I was overwhelmed by the speed of change 
and its impact on your world. 

Have you ever tried to compare your world with that of the years 
when St. John's first enrolled its students? In 1910 there were very 
few telephones, no radio nor T.V.; very few automobiles—no planes, 
nor jets, and dreams of trips to the moon were not even imaginative. 
And today you so take these methods of communication for granted 
that a student in one of Mr. Dock's classes interpreted the sentence 
from his history text "Lord Durham made a flying visit to upper Canada 
in 1844" to mean that "Lord Durham in 1844 went to Upper Canada 
by airplane"! You live in an everchanging situation and the speed of 
change has been so increased in this past half century that one cannot 
attempt to forecast the future advances in physical sciences, nor what 
you may encounter as you leave school to make your living in a dis¬ 
turbed and uneasy world. 

We can, however, give thanks that all is not changing, that cer¬ 
tain fundamental truths remain, that there is safe anchorage in the 
realm of the spirit. Honor, honesty, courage, courtesy, charity, faith 
in the goodness of God—these still remain unchanged and unchanging. 
And it is our wish and hope that your years in this school have helped 
you to develop those qualities and attitudes which will enable you best 
to meet the challenge of your changing world.
